There ie a young man lying ill at the asylum 
whose brief career illuminates 
the dark 
pages of our current history. 
He is the treas­ 
urer of the state of New York, and he is 
known, by name at least, to all our readers. 
Let us sketch with all possible brevity and 
simplicity a single chapter in his short, 
eventful life. 
It is the first day of this goodly montli of 
May. 
The legislature bas just adjourned 
The members have gone home to rest, but a 
heavier burden of labor rests on the execu­ 
tive officers of the state. 
Accounts are to be 
made up, appropriations paid, and the accu­ 
mulated business of the various departments 
settled. 
In the treasurer’s office Thomas 
Raines sits alone. 
The shadows of the eve­ 
ning are gathering around him, but they 
bring no peace nor any promise of rest to 
tills sorely afflictsd man. The deeper shadows 
of a darker night are already settling upon 
bls troubled mind. 
He bas neglected no 
public duty during the day, but now that be 
is alone, bis private griefs threaten to over­ 
whelm bim. 
His past life rises in a vision 
before his eyes. 
He sees himself again a 
young boy leaving the rude shelter of his 
father’s house—a poor Methodist preacher's 
home where godliness and truth abided, but 
where plenty never smiled and worldly luxu­ 
ries were unknown—going out into the great 
busy world to conquer the adverse fates. 
He 
is selling newspapers again in the streets of 
Rochester and saving Hie scanty profits for 
the purcliase of books. 
At twenty he sees 
himself promoted to be the chief officer of a 
bank. 
Later is a picture perfect and beauti­ 
ful in all its outlines, but blurred and dimmed 
by never-ceasing tears;—the picture of his 
married life, brieht and brief, but ending in 
the unutterable darkness of death—the death 
of his wife whose life was tho light of his life. 
From that point his memory falters, and he 
sees dimly the swift-rushing tide of after 
events, 
lie is elected treasurer; he ii made 
the manager of a bank In Rochester. 
Misfor­ 
tune overtakes him ; ho is assailed and belied 
and the purity of his motives impugned. 
He 
is robbed of sleep by the multiplicity of his 
duties, aud the cloud of an impending storm 
rises black and threatening in his pathway. 
He has hardly entered his thirty-third jear, 
but lie kas reached now the crisis of his life. 
lie has been led into lending Hie money of 
his bank to a business firm whose wealth was 
supposed to rest on sure foundations. 
He 
has just learned that Hie firm, with all its 
boasted assets, is really tottering on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 
If he can tide over the 
affairs of this present month it will bo well 
with him and bis bank. 
But if he fails? His 
character as a financier, every dollar of his 
private possessions, the prop and stay of a 
helpless family, his hard-turned fame will all 
be swept away at one fail swoop. 
If ho had 
only five thousand dollars— forty thousand— 
thirty thousand—the smallest sum would be 
quite sufficient to save bim, urn! the institu­ 
tion iii whose integrity his honor is involved, 
from the impendlag disaster. 


I ii the locked drawer of the desk orer which 
lie benda in an agony of conflicting emotions, 
here, wilhiu reach ol his baud, is a sealed 
package containing forty-uine thoatand dol­ 
lars. 
The money is no part of the public 
funds. 
It is not carried on the books of the 
treasury. 
It is Hie product of a piece of prop­ 
erty which escheated to the state, aud is lo be 
d i s c e d of us the legislature shall direct. 
But tile legislature will not meet again before 
next January, and until then this young man 
is tho absolute custodian of the money. 
It 
has litten lying idle in his desk there for a 
long time. 
For all that anybody knows to 
Hie contrary, ii may have been tor w eeks and 
mouths on deposit in the Farmers’ and Me­ 
chanics' bauk of Rochester. 
Why uot put it 
there? 
The act would violate no law thai is 
written in our statute books. 
It would bridge 
over these difficulties and protect the bank 
from lailure. 
Long before the close of the 
year Hie money could lie withdrawn aud re­ 
stored to the present place of safety. 
Expe- 
diency suggests a dozen compromises with 
conscience, whereby this thing may be doue. 
Was the integrity of any luau subjected 
ever to a severer test ? 
And how did it meet 
the terrible strain? 
Bravely, even grandly. 
Did Thomas Raines faltor and hesitate ? 
Tho 
Lord of life aud death, who gave a pure soul 
strength to pass unscathed through tills fiery 
trial, oaly knows. 
It is enough for us that 
the hurrassed man rises up a conqueror from 
tho contest, 
lie goes to his sleepless couch 
weak iii physical power, but strong enough 
in spiritual strength to dare thorns and Haines 
rather than swerve one hair's breath (rom the 
straightest line of duty. 


Weeks later, when the bolt bad fallen aud 
mind aud body had suuk together into tho 
gulf of hopeless despair, Dr. Gray seized the 
proper moment to ask the treasurer where 
certain canal contract securities were da- 
posiied. 
He answered promjitly aud cor­ 
rectly, and then added: 
"In the locked 
drawer of my desk they will find $49,000 in 
government bonds, belonging to the school 
funds.” They bad mad# no inquiriea (or this 
money. 
Neither the governor nor the con­ 
troller remembered that the fund existed. 
lf Thomas Raines should die at the asylum 
here, the memory of his brave triumph over 
temptation would be an euduriug monument 
to his name, 
lf, happily, ho should come 
forth restored to health and strength, he 
would be welcomed back to his public duties 
by every man, womau and child who respects 
true nobility of character.— Utica Observer.

STA TE T R E A SU R E R RA IN ES. 
T he Teat of Iu tegrltv. 
There is a young man lying ill at the asylum 
whose brief career illuminates the dark 
pages of our current history. He is the treas­ 
urer of the state of New York, and he is 
known, by name at least, to all our readers. 
Let us sketch with all possible brevity aud 
simplicity a single chapter in his short, 
eventful life. 
It is the first day of this goodly month of 
May. The legislature has just adjourned. 
The members have gone home to rest, but a 
heavier burden of labor rests on the execu­ 
tive officers of the state. Accounts are to be 
made up, appropriations paid, and the accu­ 
mulated business of the various departments 
settled. In the treasurer’s office Thomas 
Raines sits alone. The shadows of the eve­ 
ning are gathering around him, but they 
bring no peace nor any promise of rest to 
this sorely afflicted man. The deeper shadows 
of a darker night are already settling upon 
his troubled mind. He has neglected no 
public duty during the day, but now that he 
is alone, his private griefs threaten to over­ 
whelm him. His past life rises in a vision 
before bis eyes. He see3 himself again a 
young boy leaving tbe rude shelter of his 
father’s house—a poor Methodist preacher’s 
home where godliness and truth abided, but 
where plenty never smiled and worldly luxu­ 
ries were unkuown—going out into the great 
busy world to conquer the adverse fates. He 
is selling uewspapers again in the streets of 
Rochester and saving the scanty profits for 
the purchase of books. At twenty he sees 
himself promoted to be the chief officor of a 
bank. Later is a picture perfect and beauti­ 
ful in all its outlines, but blurred and dimmed 
by never-ceasing tears;—the picture of his 
married life, bright and brief, but ending in 
the unutterable darkness of death—the death 
of his wife whose life was the light of his life. 
From that point his memory Takers, and he 
sees dimly the swift-rushing tide of after 
events. lie is elected treasurer; he ii made 
the manager of a bank in Rochester. Misfor­ 
tune overtakes him; lie is assailed and belied 
and the purity of his motives impugned. He 
is robbed of sleep by the multiplicity of his 
duties, aud the cloud of an impending storm 
rises black and threatening in his pathway. 
He has hardly entered his thirty-third year, 
but lie has reached now the crisis of his life. 
He has been led into lending the money of 
his bank to a busiuess firm whose wealth was 
supposed to rest on sure foundations. He 
has just learned that the firm, with all its 
boasted assets, is really tottering on the 
verge of bankruptcy. If he can tide over the 
affairs of this present month it veill be well 
with him and bis bank. But if lie fails ? His 
character as a financier, every dollar of his 
private possessions, the prop and stay of a 
helpless family, liis hard-earned fame will all 
be swept away at one full swoop. If he had 
only five thousand dollars—forty thousand- 
thirty thousand—the smallest sum would be 
quite sufficient to save him, and the institu­ 
tion in whose integrity his honor is involved, 
from tne impending disaster. 
In the locked drawer of the desk over which 
he bends in an agony of conflicting emotions, 
here, within reach of his hand, is a sealed 
package containing forty-uinc thonsand dol­ 
lars. The money is no part of tbe public 
funds. It is not carried on the book* of the 
treasury. It i* the product of a piece of prop­ 
erty which escheated to the state, aud is to be 
disjipsed of as the legislaturo shall direct. 
But the legislature will not meet again before 
next January, and until then this young man 
is the absolute custodian of the money. It 
bas been lying idle in his desk there for a 
long time. For all that anybody knows to 
the contrary, it may have been for weeks and 
mouths on deposit in the Farmers’ and Me­ 
chanics’ bauk of Rochester. Why not put it 
there ? The act would violate no law that is 
written in our statute books. It would bridge 
over these difficulties and protect tbe bank 
from lailure. Long before tbe close of the 
year the money could be withdrawn and re­ 
stored to the present place of safety. Expe­ 
diency suggests a dozen compromises with 
conscience, whereby this thing may be done. 
Was llie integrity of any man subjected 
ever to a severer test ? And how did it meet 
the terrible strain ? Bravely, even grandly. 
Did Thomas Rainei faltor and hesitate ? The 
Lord of life aud death, who gave a pure soul 
strength to pass unscathed through this fiery 
trial, ORly knows. It is enough for us that 
the lmrrassed man rises up a conqueror from 
the contest. He goes to his sleepless couch 
weak in physical power, but strong enough 
in spiritual strength to dare thorns aud flames 
rather than swerve one hair's breath from the 
straigbtest line of duty. 
Weeks later, when the bolt had fallen aud 
mind and body had sunk together into the 
gulf of hopeless despair, Dr. Gray «eized the 
proper moment to ask the treasurer where 
certaiu canal contract securities were de­ 
posited. lie answered promptly and cor­ 
rectly, and then added; “In the locked 
drawer of my desk they will find $49,000 in 
government bonds, belonging to the school 
funds.” They had made no inquiries for this 
money. Neither the governor nor the con­ 
troller remembered that the fund existed. 
If Thomas Raines should die at the asylum 
here, the memory of his brave triumph over 
temptation would be an enduring monument 
to his name. If, happily, ho should come 
forth restored to health and strength, he 
would be welcomed back to his public duties 
by every man, woman and child who respects 
true nobility of character.—Utica Observer. 


K erry M easures. 
Me.-t berry pediera and dealers have a pe­ 
culiar idiosyncracy relative to measures. 
They seem to think that if they can coax 
their customers (friends) to take a quart, 
nice measure for a quart, dry measure, 
whereby they cheat them out of three or four 
cents, that it is a very nice thing, or if they 
use dry measure (as they should) they omit to 
properly fill it. Now we think that it is by 
far the best policy for everybody who goes 
into the market to sell their goods ef what 
ever kind, to always give good square honest 
measure. Those who do this are «ore to 
win, tor they will never lack customers, and 
can always obtain the very top of the market 
in prices. A dishonest, trieky dealer, though 
his goods may seem excellent and cheap, is 
never welcome or popular anywhere. We 
hope none of our berry dealers will be guilty 
of attempting this season to deal out fruit in 
an unlawful tin cup to any of their customers. 


Im proved M ucilage. 
“Take by measure, six parts gum arabic, 
one part common starch, one part sugar. 
Dissolve the gum in as little water as i3 neces 
sary; then add the starch and sugar, pre­ 
viously dissolyed iu a small quantity of 
water; boil until the mixture becomes clear, 
stirring to prevent burning. If too thin let it 
evaporate in an open vessel. The sugar pre­ 
serves it, but a few drops of oil of cloves 
might be added.”—Professor Winchel, Michi­ 
gan University.

She had been ill and delirious, but 
was supposed to have completely recovered 
her mental and bodily health. 
Circumstan­ 
ces connected with the event will render the 
course which the law may take with the mur­ 
deress one of unusual importance. 
At pres­ 
ent it would seem that her act is less a pro’u 
lem for the lawyers than for the pathologists 
aud metaphysicians. 
Offences against life 
and property are getting fearfully complex in 
this feverish and unwholesome ora. 


If the transportation question progresses as 
rapidly during the next hundred years as it 
has during the last twelve months, some faint 
outline of what ought finally to be done will 
doubtless become visible to the generation 
then living. 
As for the House bill to regulate 
railway freights ¡11 the interest of the agricul­ 
turists of the west,that lies in the Senate com­ 
mittee in a deeper sleep than Adam was in 
when that unlucky rib was taken out of his 
side. 
Meanwhile, our friends the Grangers 
can go on and raise big crops; for although 
thousands of people here in the east and in 
Europe may starve for want of bread, corn 
don’t make a bad fuel to feed a furnace in the 
hog-slaughtering establishments of Cincinnati. 
We are all right if pork and worms be cheap. 


The Erie volcano is full of portentious inter­ 
nal rumblings and tremblings; and the period­ 
ical eruption may be expected in about a 
month from now. 
Mr. Watson is to go out, 
and somebody, who is meanwhile to be fished 
for, is to take the presidency in his stead.— 
The spectacle of a great and costly road like 
the Erie going about begging for a man to 
rule over it and being snubbed by Vanderbilt 
and Tom Scott; is among the sights which its 
old friends aud patrons least delight to see.— 
The ghost of Jim Fisk Jr., if not otherwise 
engaged, may well smile to observe that virtue 
and success did not enter iuto the manage­ 
ment when he so suddenly left it. 
Let the di­ 
rectors meet and sing the hymn beginning— 
“ Ob, w bere shall rest be íounü 
Rest for the Erie road ; 
’l’were valu the C entral’s safes to sound 
Or ask a loan abroad.” 


President Grant did a graceful and proper 
thing in being present to lay the corner-stone 
of the new Museum of Natural History build­ 
ing in the Central Park on Tuesday. 
Visitors 
to the park will remember the cages of ani­ 
mals kept near the old arsenal, to see which 
they went themselves and took their children 
when it was possible. Well, the proposed uew 
structure is the outgrowth of that collection, 
together with what objects of curiosity wrere 
on exhibition within the arsenal itself. Finding 
the accommodations too small for the increas­ 
ing number of specimens purchased by or pre­ 
sented to the Trustees of the original enter­ 
prise, those gentlemen procured the passage 
of an act by the Legislature erecting them and 
their successors into a corporate body with 
power to establish and hold such property as 
might come iuto their hands in accordance 
with the spirit and purpose of the museum, 
forever. 
The object is to impart pleasure aud 
instruction to all by making a choice and var­ 
ious selection of animals and other objects of 
interest in Natural History, from all quarters 
oí the globe and keeping them perpetually on 
view for the common benefit. 
The President, 
we say, did well to forego politics for a day to 
give attention to something less conspicuous 
but destined to be more useful than party 
platforms or custom-house intrigues. 
We 
thank him for remembering that its politics is 
the smallest segment of a nation’s circling life 
and that whatever helps the people to knowl­ 
edge and innocent enjoyment is greater than 
much windy talk about their “ rights.” 


Secret Societies. 
Perhaps we can name two of the strongest 
tendencies of human nature which seem to be 
set in opposition to each other: the disposi­ 
tion of the party of the first part to keep a 
secret, and the instinctive determination of 
the party of the second part to pry it out of 
him. 
That the happiness and safety of soci­ 
ety at large depends to a greater degree than 
we are in the habit of supposing upon the 
power of men to prevent a great mass of facts 
from getting iuto public circulation, no phi­ 
losopher will question. 
The world has no 
right to knew any more concerning the char­ 
acter and aflairs of each of us than necessa­ 
rily aflects the universal welfare. 
When curi­ 
osity practically transcends that limit, it be­ 
comes robbery and scandal. 
The gossip and 
retailer of small-talk takes a keen and natu­ 
ral delight in peeping through keyholes and 
through rents in prohibitive partitions and 
curtains in search of that which ke (or she ?) 
has no authority to know, and then in spread­ 
ing what he (or Bhe?) finds, or thinks he 
finds, over the community. 
To call this busi­ 


ness low, mean and disgusting, is to speak of 
it in the mildest terms. 
Every bealtby mau 
and woman within the limits of civilization 
abhors Mrs. Gruudy and all her clacking set 
and is usually afraid of her m the same ratio; 
yet it is as impossible to get rid of her as it is 
to abolish skin diseases while the blood is 
bad. 
Sometimes curious people—people who 
cannot be easy as long as anybody is believed 
to possess secrets—will organize themselves 
into smelling and tasting committees; they 
will, in such capacity, prowl about the prem­ 
ises where other folks are assembled in secret 
for an unknown purpose. 
They will press 
their long and receptive ear3 close against 
cracks and casements in hope of catching 
some mystical word or sound, and when, as 
occasionally happens, their devilish patience 
is rewarded by a tone or half-sentence not in­ 
tended for them, they will rash quickly forth 
aud tell mankind what awful things are be­ 
ing done ¡11 darkness. 
The National Chris­ 
tian Association Opposed to Secret Societies 
is of the breed we have described. 
We do 
not complain of its appropriating the adjec­ 
tive “ Christian,” for all varieties of nasty 
work are done in the name of the Lord; but 
we must be allowed to have our laugh at the 
corporate concern and to express our con­ 
tempt for it. 
The “ Association ” is now in 
session at Syracuse and its orators—none of 
whom have ever before been heard of—are 
pitching into the Granges, and wo suppose 
they will also (eel called upon to be severe 
«gainst the Free Mason?, the Odd Fellows, 
the Good Templars, the Sons of Temperance 
and whatever other secret societies they may 
chance to kuow the names of. 
Now, if secret 
societies in the United States are, upon the 
whole, dangerous to the state and to public 
morals, this Syracuse gathering to oppose 
them is patriotic aud Christian; if, on the 
contrary, so serious a charge cannot be es­ 
tablished against the principle of secresy, then 
we are justified in denouncing the Syracuse 
“ Association” as a pack of meddlesome old 
women with pautaloons on. Why, the church 
itself in the name of which the “Association ” 
assails the idea of secresy, is a close corpor 
alion; and has in many cases, forms, rites 
and ceremonies to which none except the 
membership can have access. 
We are not 
obliged to apologize 
fur 
or 
to 
defend 
any 
particular 
secret 
society 
or 
so­ 
cieties, but 
we 
would 
like 
to 
suggest 
that uot one of these exists, «0 far as we kuow, 
without acting upon or professing to act up­ 
on, essentially Christian ethics; and further, 
we shouldn’t wonder a bit that if the church 
did it* full duty aud carried out its own di­ 
vinely-revealed theories of life to their prop­ 
er conclusion, it would thereby abolish these 
obnoxious orders from off the face of the 
earth simply by virtue of leaving them noth 
to do. 
As it is,the brotherhood with its grips 
and passwords flourishes upon the soil which 
the church neglects aud creates a mystic 
wratchword out of an obligation as public as 
the English Bible and as ancient as tbe mur 
derot Abel. 
We guess the “ Association” 
has a long nose, long hair aud long cars. We 
would not assert that any of these secret so 
cieties which it has met to grumble at, have 
blackballed Dr. Livingston, of Michigan, and 
the rest of its orators, but we should not be 
astonished to find out as much. 
Auy how,The 
National Association Opposed to Secret Soci­ 
eties has the wrong pig by the ear. 
Let its 
members “ from fifteen states” go home aud 
mind their own business diligently and prac­ 
tice the broadest charity they kuow and soon 
they will be able to go out in ttie day time 
without seeing ghosts and sleep without hav­ 
ing the uiglitmare.

L o n d o n, June 3 .—Tbe great race o f the 
year in this country, the run for the Derby 
stakes, took place on Epsom Downs to-day 
and was won "by W. S. Cartwright’s ch. c. 
George Frederick. Lord Roseberry’s, formerly 
Sir Talton 
Sykes’ w. c. Couronue de Fer, 
which since yesterday morning bad been the 
favorite for the race look second money,.and 
Lord Falmouth’s ch. c. Atlantic, victor in the 
2,000 guinea race and which up to yesterday 
morning was the favorite, came in third. 
Time of race 2 :4G. 
George Frederick won by 
two lengths. 
There wa3 but a neck betweeh 
second and third horses. 
The course was un­ 
usually hard, owing to heavy rains last night. 
There were 20 starters out of 212 subscribers. 
Betting just before the commencement was 
8 to 1 against George Frederick, 4 to 1 against 
Couronné de Fer and 11 to 1 against Atlantic. 
The weather was delightful and very favor­ 
able for the race, and the number of people 
who congregated at Epsoiu is said to have 
been larger than ever before 
The rush from 
London to Epsom commenced early in the 
morning and continued for hours. The metrop­ 
olis during tho day presented a Sunday-like 
appearance, Parliament having adjourned and 
it being a quasi holiday 011 the Stock Ex­ 
change. 
The two railroad lines connecting 
London with Epsom Dowus, which under 
ordinary circumstances are reasonably desert­ 
ed, were crammed with passengers, while the 
carriage road was filled with a seething line 
of humanity. 
Everything that went on wheels 
was at a premium. 
Vehicles were four deep, 
and police aud spectators lined the way from 
one end to the other. 


FRANCE. 


A Storm y T im e in th e Amenably. 


P a r is , June 3 .—In the Assembly to-day de­ 
bate on the electoral bill was continued. Lc- 
dru Rollin made the principal speech of the 
sitting. 
He denied that the Assembly had 
the right to alter the frauchise. 
The present 
system of general elections should not be 
touched, nor should any other be substituted 
therefore. 
The plebiscitum, which some in­ 
voked, was a parody 011 universal suffrage. 
At this point there were loud protests from 
the Bonapartist benches and chrees from 
the Left. 
The noise and confusion were 
so great the speaker could uot be heard for 
some minutes. 
When the excUmeut had sub­ 
sided he vesumod, alluding to the failure of the 
majority to restore the monarchy or even 
form the government. 
He declared that the 
Assembly, being powerless to constitute a 
monarchy, should 
maintain 
the republic, 
whieh had ttever beeeti seriously tried, and he 
concluded by urging the speedy dissolution of 
the Chamber. 
Ex-President Thiers to-day received a depu­ 
tation of Frenchmen from Peru, and in reply 
to their address said he believed in the main­ 
tenance of peace, which was in accordance 
with the wishes of Europe.

States Treasury all money realized therefrom. 
The Comptroller of Currency Is to declare 
and pay dividends as the results will justify. 
The Commissioners are to receive a salary of 


$ 3 ,0 0 0 per annum aud give bonds in $ 2 5 ,0 0 0 
each. It is provided, however, if, in the course 
of windiDg up, the Commissioners and Comp­ 
troller of Currency shall at any time be of tho 
opinion that the bank cau resume under its 
old charter, they may with the consent of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, turn it over to the 
trustees, who shall then resume their present 
powers.

General Bristow will probably take charge 
of the Treasury Department 011 Friday next. 
He had an interview with the President to­ 
day.

SENATE. 
W ashin gton , June 3. 
Mr. SHERMAN, from the Committee 011 
Finance, rejiorted favorably on the House 
bill explanatory of the act of June 30, 1864, 
iu regard to savings banks, with an amend­ 
ment, which was agreed lo and the bill pass­ 
ed. 
It reads as follows: “ That all deposits 
made in institutions now existing which do 
business only a? savings banks, and recog­ 
nized as such by the laws of their respective 
states or by Congress, are hereby declared to 
be exempt' from taxation, the same as de­ 
posits in savings institutions having no cap­ 
ital, as though they have capital stock or 
bonds for the additional security of their de­ 
positors and pay dividends thereon; and 110 
tax shall be assessed upon deposits made in 
such institutions or collected of them on said 
deposits otherwise than as herein provided, 
provided that all profits of such savings banks, 
le^ the aforementioued dividends on slock, 
not exceeding at the rate of eight per cent, 
per annum, are divided among the depositors, 
and that the capital stock is invested only in 
the same class of securities as is used for in­ 
vesting deposits; that interest at a rale not 
less than four and a half per cent, be paid in 
all cases to their depositors, to be made good 
if necessary from the capital stock. 
The morning hour expired and Windom’s 
cheap transportation resolution came up as 
unfinished business, but was laid aside for tbe 
consideration of the consular and diplomatic 
appropriation bill. 
The bill was read a third 
time and passed. 
Mr. SARGENT called up the pension ap­ 
propriation bill, which was read. 
He ex­ 
plained that the total amount appropriated 
by the billwa3 $29,980,000, a decrease of $500,- 
000 as compared with the bill of last year.

the Select Committee on Transportation.— 
The four routes indicated iu the report of 
that committee,are as follows: First,tho Missis­ 
sippi River; second, a continuous water line 
of adequate capacity from the Mississippi 
River to the city of New York via the north­ 
ern lakes: third, a route adequate to the 
wants of commerce through tho central tier 
of states from the Mississippi River via the 
Ohio and Kanawah Rivers to a point in West 
Virginia, and thenco by canal aud slack 
water or by a freight railway to tide water; 
fourth, a route from the Mississippi River via 
the Ohio and Teuuessee River to a point in 
Alabama or Tennessee, and thence by canal 
and slack water or by a freight railway to the 
ocean. 
Wlndoin advocated at length 
his 
proposition. 
On motion of Mr. SCOTT another was add­ 
ed: via slack water navigation in the You- 
gbioghenv Canal to connect with the Chesa­ 
peake & Ohio Canal. 
Mr. MORTON said the adoption of this res­ 
olution did not commit Cougress to construct 
any oue of the works described in it. 
Every 
portion of the country was interested 111 this 
inquiry and the question must be met prompt­ 
ly by Congress. 
Mr. CAMERON said lie would vote for this 
resolution, but before voting for the bill to 
carry out the work he would expect to have a 
survey ordered of the Susquehanna from tide 
water to head water, by the canals to the 
lakes, aud surveys of Delaware and Pennsyl­ 
vania.

St. C o lem a n ’s C hurclt. 
The Catholic Church ot East Kingston 
(Flatbush) i3 approaching completion; its 
walls .and gables were finished yesterday. 
Soon the roof will be on, and the Catholics of 
Flatbush will soon have a church of their own. 
It will be a neat little structure sixty feet long 
by thirty-two wide. It is built of brick, pro­ 
cured from one ot the adjacent brickyards, 
the foundations are two feet thick of solid 
stone and well laid. There will be a belfry 
on the top of the front gable, which will con­ 
tain a bell. 
This will be surmounted by a 
cross. 
The ground was given gratuitously by John
